Senile as we may seem we still believe in Sjinta Claus. He 
may have been apparently beièn? destroyed by his simultaneous 
appearance-; in loading department stores.

HORSES 



' A horseTla • large square animal, 
made up mainly of horse hide, hor^e 
hair, and horse sense. -It has faui' 
legs, one at each corner, which or.^ 
placed . there In oiMer to koeii the 
horse's stomach off the ground, .and 
to this extent resembles an ordinary 
bridge 'lamp. It ha3 a head in front 
to keep, tiie passengers from, silppln;^ 
off In that direction, and about mid- 
way along Its fuselag-o is a saddle to 
l;eep them from >lhUii.:; off the rear 
elevation. At tha sides are scirrupj, 
but these nro not strictly -e part of 
tho hor^e. 

Tho horse's fuselage is ot heavily- 
riblicd ronstructton, and ia only 
sUshliy stream-lined, except in rac- 
ing niodels. The tail l.i adjust.ibk', 
hut tha lioriio doe.s not respond very 
wn'.l ti> rudder contnil and there ht 
no âtabllUer.. I^ateral balance Is un- 
usually sjatisfiictory so that tho horse 
will rruiao on an even keel with 
hands off, but longitudinal balance 
Ih not so good. High speed, about- -Ni 
m.l>.li., low speed 5 ui.p.h. crulslTig- 
spoed, about 10 in.p.h. crulMing' radius 
about 20 'mllc3 on one gallon ot onts 
and a bucket of water. Landins speed 
all depends on how and whore you 
land.

©ther countries ■were becoming prof- 
perous behind the shelter of iholr 
tariff walls, but Britain still slu«1; 
eteadfastly to the policy of Free 
Trade Tvhloh she had Tollowed durlns: 
3ter lonp period of marvellous" Indus- 
trial progress. She refused to see the 
ImpcTidlng- loss of world industrial 
eupremacy as the. result of a stub- 
bornly continuaiion to respect ihc 
precepts -ot the old Free Traders. 

In 1003 Chamberlain resigned from 
Ihe Balfour Cabinet, convinced that 
ihe prospcrltj- of the Empire depend- 
ed Upon the adoption of system of 
Imperial Preference, lioubtless Cham- 
Twrlain was the direct cause of tlie 
-crushing Unionist defeat in 1906, but 
lie certainly had the courage of his 
convictions, even though he could not 
convert the Engllsli peojile.
